REVOLT

Of Koreans Against Japs

Becomes Alarming

Scores Of Japanese Said To

Have Been Killed

Kobe, Japan, Feb. 1. Urgent or-

ders wero received today from Tohio
to hasten tho mobilization of troops
to be used In tho suppression of the
latest Korean uprising In South
Phongan. The situation there Is far
moro serious than yesterday's dis
patches Indicated, nnd iustead of 20
Japanese having been killed in the
uprising, It Is now hollered that
scores hare been slain and an Im
mense amount of property destroyed.!

All the government officials In
the district have been murdered, ac-

cording to today's dispatches and
the government buildings burned.

Thousands of armed Koreans
havo Joined 'tho uprising and are
killing and looting whatever re-

sistance Is met. Tho affected dis-

trict Is Intensely anti-Japane- se and
tho loaders of tho revolt are In-

spired with tho idea that the only
way to prevent tho threatened an-

nexation of tho hermit kingdom by
Japanese and the destruction of the
last vestige of Korean autonomy Is

to begin a war against tho Japanese
and all government officials who ac-

cept Japaneso dictation.
Troops are being rushed 'to tho

scene from various points and a ser-

ious conflict Is Imminent. Tho Kor-

eans aro fanatics and will probably
bo exterminated rather than yield
to tho Japaneso.
